To the Members of the California Independent Citizens Districting Commission:

The purpose of this communication is to highly recommend to the Commission Mr. Doug
Johnson who serves as President of the National Demographics Corporation, a firm that
specializes in government elections and districting matters. | have worked with Mr.
Johnson many times over the past five years and have always found him to be highly
knowledgeabile in his field (and related fields) and the consummate professional.

As the City Attorney for the City of Modesto, | first met Doug in 2006 when my City
engaged him to assist our Charter Review Commission in studying options for moving
the City from a General Election system to a Council Districting system. He spent many
months with the Commission, answered all their questions, responded promptly to all of
their research requests and requests for presentations. He was always approachable,
always available and always prepared. As you are undoubtedly aware, whenever a
government body considers changing its form of elections it is a highly complex task
fraught with many obstacles, not the least of which are politics and emotions.

These efforts paid
off tremendously for the Commission as they received more than 32 maps for their
consideration and gave the public confidence that their comments had been heard. As
the City Attorney, who must also remain impartial and unbiased in my opinions to the
Commission, | was again very appreciative of his professional yet impartial approach with
the Commission, and | too learned a great deal from him. Ultimately, he helped them
find, dissect and understand the information that they needed to make a sound districting
decision.
